The first warm days of spring are 
busy times for most farmers. This is 
the season to plan the crops, prepare 
the ground, and ulant the seeds. What 
batter season is there for the home­ 
maker to think of planning her can-! 
ning? 
To most people the 
term 
budget 
sounds difficult. It has been defined as 
'worrying before you spend instead of 
afterwards.' So the homemaker finds 
that a canning budget merely means 
worrying now about the amount of 
fruit* and vegetables needed to give 
the family a balanced diet during the 
non-growing months. 


Begin making your canning budget 
by considering the 
vegetables 
and 


fruit* needed daily by the family. 
A 


standard for good food selection has 
been set up which is as follows: 
Lilt two vegetables daily besides po­ 
tatoes. 
Eat greens twice a week. 
Eat tomatoes three times a week 
Eat a raw vegetable daily. 
Eat two fruits daily, one raw, pref­ 
erably ti citrus fruit, or two to three 
times the amount of tomatoes may be 
substituted. 
Kl eping the amount needed in mind 
and considering canning 
for 
seven 
months, the homemaker would need 
approximately 30 quarts of vegetables 
for each member of her family. Chil­ 
dren under six require only 15 quarts. 
Extra allowance should be made for 
hired help and company. Usually an 
extra 30 quints would 
fulfill 
this 
need. 
It would be simple if each woman 
need only can 30 quarts per person of 
any vegetable and thereby make her 
budget. In Older to properly nourish 
lier family, she should divide her vege­ 
tables and can 7Vfc quarts of greens, 
such as wild greens, spinach, aspar­ 
agus and 
green 
string 
beans; 
15 
quarts of tomatoes; and 
quarts of 
other vegetables, such as beets, car­ 
rots, yellow string beans and corn. 
The daily requirement of a raw vege­ 
table is supplied by storing a green 
and root vegetable. 
The 
fruit requirement needed for 
good health is met bv canning approx­ 
imately 30 quarts for each 
person. 
Any type of fiu iti or conbinations of 
fruit may be used.
